'THE KING'S MAIL BAG 


HIS MAJESTY GETS FIVE HUN- 
DRED LETTERS A DAY. 


Clerks and Private Secretaries Are Re- 
quired to Sort Out the Correspon- 
dence — Begging Letters and Epis- 
tles From Cranks Form Large Part 
—King Reads His Mail at Eleven. 
Every Morning. 


The daily letter-bag delivered to His 
Majesty contains, on aun average, 
close on 500 letters, The royal letter- 
bag is sent to Buckinghain Palace 
seven times a day by special messen- 
ger from the General Postoflice, and 
special arrangements exist for sort- 
ing and clearing the letters for His 
: Majesty. 

The first letter-bug is delivered at 
Buckingham Palace at 7 a.m., which 
is at once taken in hand by two clerks 
| of the Household, and the mail is di- 
vided into two clases—private and of- 
ficial, all letters not marked private 
being included in the latter class. 

rey are then sent up to be dealt 
with by Lord Knollys and the assist- 
ant private sceretaries, Each letter, 
as it is opened, is impressed with 
a rubber stamp bearing the royat 
crown, and initialled by the secretary 
who opens it. The name and address 
of the writer, and the business which 
each letter refers to, is entered in 
the daily-letter book, and the entire 
correspondence then sorted into two 
classes, termed home official and for- 
eign official. Letters which do not 
come under cither denomination- 
such us bpeging-letters, letters seek- 
ing the King’s patrontge for various 


numerable “cranks,” and others of a 
like character—are sorted into a sep- 
arate class, termed miscellaneous ecor- 
respondence, 

All these, together with the unopen- 
ed correspondence marked private, are 
then sent to the King’s private writ- 
ing-room before 11 o’clock, at which 
hour His Majesty, with Lord Knollys, 
usually goes through the letters. 

Letters of a purely personel charac- 
ter, from intimete friends, His Maies- 
ty replies to himself, 

Not included in the regular mail de- 
livery are the despatches daily sent 
to His Majesty from the Treasury, 
Home, and Foreign Offices. These 
are enclosed in « square, red leather 
case, with a white enamelled trblet, 
bearing the words, ‘From the Treas- 
ury”’—-or whatever the office may be- 
“to His Majesty the King.” Only the 
chief of the office it is sent from and 
King’s private secretary, into whose 
hands it ia @iwnys personally deliver- 
ed, ean unlock the case, 

The mails that arrive at Bucking- 
ham Palace throvehout the day are 
sorted and classified in the manner 
tlready deseribod as they come in, 
but they are not dealt with or seen 
by the King until the followine morn- 
ing, unless they contain matter of ex- 
treme urgeney, 

When the Kine is absent from Lor- 
don, the letters pre sent in the nsurl 
manner to Buckingham Palace from 
the General Postoffiee, and taken by 
special messenger twice a day to whe 
ever the King may be staying, This 
applies, however, only to offieiel ev 
respondence; letters marked “private’” 
are despatched in a speetal bag fren 
the General Postoffiee direct to Hia 
Majesty. There is one way in whieh 
letters addresed to the King are tre. t- 
ed differently from: all other mail met 
ter. They are always sent to the Gon 
eral Postoffies in) London, and p ss, 
through no other distributing cenir
